A PritstHoop meeting was held in the Tabernacle on Friday, October 6, 
beginning at 7 p.m. The speakers were President Joseph F. Smith, Bishop 
William B. Preston, President George Q. Cannon and Elder Heber J. Grant. 
The subjects treated upon were the present financial situation and the 
most advisable course to take under the circumstances; the support of the 
poor, by the establishment of productive industries in each of the wards 
of the Church; the cultivation of a loving, charitable and forgiving spirit 
and disposition toward all men, and the advisability of appointing home 
missionaries to spend their time in building up the Saints in the wards of 
the several Stakes of the Church. 


Saturday, October 7. 
MORNING SESSION. 
Singing by the choir and congregation: 


How firm a foundation, ye Saints of the Lord, 
Is laid for your faith in His excellent word.

ELDER FRANCIS M. LYMAN , 
addressed. the congregation, expressing the great pleasure which it afforded 
him to meet with the Saints again in general conference. He said: The 
Gospel is a gospel of peace, truth and righteousness, and it is not possible 
for men to properly teach it unless they enjoy the Spirit of the Lord. No 
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man can be a successful Latter-day Saint unless he possesses that Spirit, 
and no man can enjoy that Spirit unless he keeps the commandments of 
the Lord and preserves himself in all purity; for the Spirit of the Lord 
will not dwell in unholy tabernacles. As aman decides in his own heart 
so will he do; for everything that we do is in consequence of the judg- 
ment of our hearts. The reason we are sinners still is because we do not 
always do the will of the Lord. When a man is out of the way of receiv- 
ing counsel from his file leader and has to depend on himself, there is 
always dwelling in his heart, or if faithul he is entitled to, the inspiration 
of the Lord to guide him correctly. If we have not that Spirit we are 
not in the line of our duty as Latter-day Saints. If we listen to the 
promptings of the Spirit we will never give a wrong judgment, whatever 
our calling or position in the Church of Christ. All the mistakes that we 
make as individuals are due to our acting independently, unenlightened 
by the Spirit of the Lord. It will be profitable for us to devote our time 
and talents towards the accomplishment of the purposes of the Lord in 
the establishment of His Church upon the earth. If we have not set 
before us the Church and kingdom of God and the principles of truth and 
salvation—if these things are not foremost in our hearts, then all Israel 
has need of reformation in this regard. The Priesthood of God can be 
controlled only on the principles of righteousness. The hearts of the 
Latter-day Saints should be set upon the principles of salvation, which 
are far ahead of gold and silver and the riches of this world, bringing 
peace, contentment, happiness and salvation both in time and eternity ; 
but we are apparently unable, owing to the conditions by which we are 
surrounded, to shake ourselves loose from our fallen state, so attached are 
we to the things which perish. 

A man should always speak well of and defend his brother, and magnify 
rather than seek to detract from his virtues. The same remark applies to 
an enemy; for even the wicked possess some hidden merit. Do not let 
us, as Latter-day Saints, set our hearts too much upon our property, and 
suffer ourselves to become alienated from, or embittered against, each other 
because of business transactions. I would not entertain ill-feeling against 
a brother for all I possess. 

The speaker exhorted his hearers to be faithful and humble before the 
Lord, and not to neglect any duty which devolved upon them. If, for 
instance, they neglected their prayers, the worship of the Lord, or broke 
the Sabbath day, they stood, indeed, on dangerous ground. 

He prayed that God would bless all Israel, help them to be true to their 
covenants, and pour out His blessings upon them abundantly during the 
conference. 

ELDER GEORGE TEASDALE 
was the succeeding speaker. He said: I have been absent for a good 
many years, traveling and preaching the Gospel of Jesus Christ, and endea- 
voring to establish new settlements, and therefore have not enjoyed the 
advantages of hearing the word of God from His inspired servants as have 
the Saints here, conference after conference and Sabbath after Sabbath. 
But my faith and love for the Gospel of the Son of God are just the same 
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and as far as I have heard the expressions of my brethren I am in perfect 
harmony with them. It cost me everything I had to join this Church. 
My associations, my family relationships, and all my future prospects had 
to be given up when I accepted of this doctrine. But my soul is filled 
with thanksgiving to our heavenly Father when my mind is illuminated so 
that 1 can understand these things. I can bear my testimony, after an 
experience of over forty years in the ministry, and officiating in the ordi- 
nances of the House of the Lord, that this organization, called the Church 
of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints, is the Church of the living God. 
Who is the Lord our God? He is the Maker of heaven and earth, the sea 
and all that is therein. He is also the Father of the spirits of all flesh, 
and the whole human family should acknowledge this if the members 
thereof desire to be kind to themselves. God is a god of revelation and 
of miracles, and the Latter-day Saints know that this great latter-day 
work is true, because it has been revealed by Him from the heavens. 

The speaker invited any strangers who might be present to investigate 
thoroughly the principles of this the true Gospel, and asked what was the 
use of men administering in the name of the Lord unless they had the 
authority from on high to do so. He continued: The Elders are sent 
forth from this Church by divine authority to call the nations to repent- 
ance, and I would that the people of the world would throw off their — 
bondage, traditions and superstition, and hold communication with the 
heavens as they all have the most perfect right todo. The people of the 
world are victims of a false education; they need to be educated to have 
full faith in the living God, in the God of revelation and of miracles; to 
humble themselves and become the meek of the earth if they ever expect 
to see His face. 

Elder Teasdale spoke very briefly upon the missionary work in Mexico, 
where, he said, they were progressing little by little, the mission being in 
a better position now than ever before. He prophesied that our heavenly 
Father would establish His church and kingdom upon the earth in spite 
of all opposition, and that everything He had predicted by the mouth of 
His servants, the prophets, was going to be fulfilled. In Mexico, he said, 
there are some five settlements, with about 2,000 inhabitants. They have 
Sabbath and day schools and children’s Primary Associations there, and 
everything else in proper order in regard to Mutual Improvement and 
Ladies’ Relief Societies, presided over by excellent and earnest persons. 
A good fruit cannery has been started there, also a tannery and grist 
mill. The people have, however, passed through a great deal of hardship. 
The dry weather has been a matter of some perplexity, and sometimes 
they have had but little to eat; still they have not starved to death. The 
men and women associated together in those settlements feel that that is 
their particular field of labor, that the Lord desires them to be there; and 
that is the reason why they remain. 

ELDER ABRAHAM H. CANNON 
said: God has commenced a marvelous work and a wonder, and has 
declared that He will carry it forward in His own way. He does not 
depend upon the counsels of men for His wisdom, or leaves His work in 
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their hands for accomplishment; but He Himself directs in all things 
which pertain to the upbuilding of His Church. He has acted according 
to the plan which He designed and has not submitted His purposes for 
the criticism of mankind. 

I believe that in the future, no less than in the past, God will do this. 
He designs that we should be different men in educational as well as in 
religious matters from the rest of the world, in financial as well as in social 
affairs; that in our education we shall occupy a higher plane than that 
which is common in the world. He desires that we shall not depend upon 
the discoveries or inventions of man for our knowledge, but that we shall 
seek and receive from Him that inspiration and revelation which shall 
cause us to see at a glance that which it sometimes takes years of study 
and research on the part of uninspired men to acquire. Men have rejected 
the true Gospel because of the source whence it came. 

Brigham Young, in founding this Territory, sought the inspiration of 
the Lord and worked continuously under the influence of the Holy Ghost, 
and we see the results of his magnificent labor and of the grand instruc- 
tions which he was inspired to give. He told the people to pursue a 
course which was contrary to the judgment of men. 

The speaker branched out on the present stringent condition of finan- 
cial affairs, and said the Saints could not do better than observe strictly 
every command given them by the servants of God, however much this 
might conflict with our own ideas of finance, on social or other matters. 
He did not share in the gloomy forebodings of many persons in relation 
to the present condition of things, and believed that a brighter future was 
yet in store, when the clouds which now hung over our heads had passed 
away.

There had been laboring in the Church schools during this year 128 
regular and 26 special teachers; total 154. Besides these 26 specialists the 
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regular teachers were reported as 4 holding academic diplomas, 47 cer- 
tificates and 77 licenses. 

The annual report of the Primary Associations, for the year ending 
August 31, 1893, showed: Number of associations 412, members 29,282, 
average attendance 12,565, regular meetings held 8,708, officers 483, con- 
ferences 157, fairs 25, entertainments 218.

All the voting was unanimous. 

ELDER BRIGHAM YOUNG 
addressed the Conference. He spoke upon the evidences of the growth of 
the Saints in godliness, in knowledge, in depth of sympathy and breadth 
of views, and said: This development is in harmony with the Gospel of 
Christ, which is broad as eternity. Fighting our enemies is no part of the 
labor of the people of God. The chief contention of each individual Saint 
is with himself, in overcoming his own weaknesses. 

A portion of the discourse was devoted to describing the virtues of the 
late President Young and the veterans who had sustained him in accom- 
plishing what he did under the inspiration of the Almighty, after which 
he said: The men now at our head are worthy of all confidence, and their 
counsels should be reverently regarded and acted upon. I urge you to be 
diligent in the detailed performance of every day duties. Nothing in that 
line is too small to be well and faithfully performed. This applies to 
matters that are called temporal as well as to spiritual concerns. The 
speaker also gave some practical views in relation to the cultivation of the 
soil. He continued at some length, giving instructions that, if carried out, 
could not fail to result in material benefit to the people. 
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ELDER MOSES THATCHER 

first touched on the subject of sacrifice, and instanced some of the sacri- 
fices which had been made by this people. He next dwelt upon the 
changed feeling which had taken place towards the Saints during the last 
few years, making mention of the cordial greetings which the First Presi- 
dency and the Tabernacle Choir received on their recent visit to Chicago. 
The financial outlook came in for a review, the speaker expressing the 
opinion that in this matter one extreme would follow another. He advised 
the people to pay their debts, both principal and interest, as soon as they 
could and so extricate themselves from a weighty burden. The speaker 
inveighed against the accumulation of wealth to the exclusion of higher 
things, advocated the promotion of home industries, and said he was 
thankful that, throughout the recent trying times, not one of Salt Lake’s 
institutions had been pressed to the wall. He predicted brighter times in 
the near future and said let us not do anything in our distress that will 
alienate our friends from us.

CHURCH PROPERTY TO BE RESTORED. 


THE bill restoring to the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints the 
personal property, now in the hands of a receiver in accordance with 
the provisions of the Edmunds-Tucker act passed in 1887, came up in 
the House of Representatives, at Washington, D.C., U.S.A., October 5, 
and created some opposition. Delegate J. L. Rawlins, of Utah, explained 
that as polygamy had now been abandoned, justice demanded that the 
property be restored and used for the purposes for which it was originally 
designated. The Supreme Court of Utah had so held, but the passage of 
the bill was necessary to permit the receiver to make the restoration. 
After further debate the bill passed the House and went to the Senate. 

The Senate, at its session October 21, took up the bill and made certain 
amendments to it, which permit the property to be used for the payment 
of church debts, for the support of the poor, for the education of “Mormon” 
children, and for the building and repairing of houses of worship. 

On Monday, October 23, the House concurred in the Senate amendments 
and the bill has thus passed both House and Senate and is now awaiting 
the signature of President Cleveland to become law. When signed, this act 
will restore to the church personal property amounting to some $300,000. 


IRISH CONFERENCE. 


Tue Irish Conference convened at 90 Thorndyke Street, Belfast, Sunday, 
October 29, 1893. There were present: Elder Thos. E. Taylor, of the 
Liverpool office; Hugh McKay, president of, and Charles E. Carroll and 
E. M. Pugmire, Traveling Elders in the Irish Conference. 
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At the morning meeting the speakers were Elders Hugh McKay, Hugh 
Ireland and Thos. E. Taylor. 

At the evening meeting, which convened at 6:30 p.m., the general 
authorities of the Church, and of the European Mission, and the Traveling 
Elders of the Irish Conference were presented and sustained. The follow- 
ing statistical report for the six months ending October 28, 1893, was read 
as follows: General meetings held 81; open-air meetings 82; in-door 
meetings 15; total meetings held 178. Tracts distributed 445; books 
loaned 12; baptisms 2; confirmations 2; ordinations 2; removals 1; emi- 
grated 7. Seventies 3; Elders 2; Teachers 2; members 41; total officers 
and members 48. 

The speakers at this meeting were Elders Pugmire, Carroll and Taylor. 
The Spirit of the Lord was manifestly present and an enjoyable time was 
spent. E. M. Puemirg, Clerk. 


FACTS AND EVENTS 


A Sonora, California, dispatch says that ore to the value of $20,000 per ton has been 
struck at the Rawhide mine and the vein is an immense one. 

The French merchant vessel Ellen Isabelle has been wrecked while on a voyage from 
Mobile to Buenos Ayres, and fourteen of the crew have been drowned. 

Benjamin Devonport, grocer and provision dealer, has committed suicide, at Bolton, 
through loss of trade consequent on the strike in the coal trade. 

From St. Petersburg it is announced that extensive forests in the district of — 
Caucasus, are on fire, and that already several lives have been lost. 


The bill for the repeal of the Sherman Act passed the United States Senate October 31. 
The division was taken at twenty-three minutes past seven, forty-three members voting 
for the bill and thirty-two against it. 


John Alexander Lewis, charged upon his own confession with the murder of Maria 
Adams at Limehouse in 1891, was found guilty at the Central Criminal Court, October 
20, and sentenced to death. This sentence was later commuted to imprisonment for life. 

A destructive fire, resulting in losses estimated at $3,500,000, broke out on October 18, 
on the premises of Messrs. Campbell & Co.’s wall-paper factory, New York. The whole 
of the building, with most of its contents, was burned out. The losses of Mesars. Camp- 
bell & Co. alone amount to $2,000,000. 


Count and Countess Bluecher were fired at on their Wietzon estate, Pomerania, on 
October 17, by a gardener in their employ, in revenge for having received notice to leave, 
The count was shot dead, and his wife so seriously wounded that her death is hourly 
expected. The murderer afterwards blew out his own brains. 


It is reported from Eastern Texas, U.S. A., that a pine timber forest, fifty miles in 
extent, situated in Montgomery County, is a mass of flames. The whole county is dry, 
and the vegetation withered and shrivelled up. Unless the fire is exstinguished by rain, 
it is feared that the damage to the yellow pine section of Texas will amount to millions 
of dollars. Several villages and saw-mills are in the path of the fire, and grave fears for 
their safety are entertained. 

Marshal Macmahon, ex-President of the French Republic, died October 17 in his 
eighty-sixth year. The deceased first distinguished himself as a soldier in the Algerian 
campaign in 1830; and in the Crimean war, in an assault on Sebastopol, he accomplished 
the perilous task ‘of carrying the works of the Malakoff. During the Franco-Prussian 
war he was taken prisoner at Sedan and sent to Germany, but returned to Paris, the 
siege of which, during the Commune, he successfully conducted.

THE MISSION IN DENMARK. 


Durine the months of September and October we paid a visit to the 
Scandinavian and Netherland Missions. We returned October 25. Know- 
ing that the Saints feel interested in learning something of the condition 
of those missions and the progress of the work of God there, we will give 
a brief outline of our trip. | 

We intended to be present at the conference held at Copenhagen, Sep- 
tember 24, but were delayed in London a little longer than we expected, 
and learning there that cholera was raging at Hamburg, we feared quaran- 
tine should we go through that city, and therefore took steamer from 
Harwich to Esbjerg. This is the only harbor of importance on the west 
coast of Denmark. It was constructed some twenty years ago at an 
immense cost. In 1887 the Danish government granted a subsidy of 
£7,000 annually to keep up steamship communication with England. The 
exports of cattle and farmers’ products from this port are assuming 
large dimensions, and the town is growing rapidly—for a Danish town. 
There is a flourishing branch of the Church in this place, belonging to the 
Aarhus Conference. We arrived in Copenhagen Monday, September 25, 
and received a hearty welcome from President C. A. Carlquist and his 
assistants in the office, Brothers Olson and Wahlquist. 

The day was spent in meeting with the priesthood. All the Traveling 
Elders of the Copenhagen, and all but two of the Scona, Conference were 
present. All had an opportunity to express their feelings and present 
their methods of laboring as missionaries among the people. Such counsel 
and instruction were given which we believe will have good results if 
followed by the Elders. We attended similar priesthood meetings in all 
the other conferences. 

In the evening we met with the Copenhagen Saints and Sunday-school 
children. Many of the Saints were old acquaintances, and we shall long 
remember the heartiness with which we were received. The children’s 
recitations and singing were very good, and some of the class exercises 
were especially fine. We were very much interested in listening to the 
little ones, and we remembered with pleasure the many happy hours we 
had spent on two former missions in this Sunday school. In addressing 
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the children we alluded to some of our young promising teachers in our 
church school system at home, who first received their instructions in the 
principles of the Gospel in this school, and we encouraged the children to 
emulate their example. 

On Tuesday evening the sisters belonging to the Relief Society invited 
all the Saints of the branch to a social gathering in the hall. Cakes and 
chocolate were passed around, and the evening was passed in singing, 
recitations, speeches and conversation. This gathering afforded us a good 
opportunity of making and renewing the acquaintance of the Saints. 
The Relief Society is in a healthy condition and it is doing much good to 
help the poor. Sister Otte makes a good president and has the confidence 
of the sisters. We hada very enjoyable evening. The president desired 
us to understand that the evening’s expenses were not paid out of the 
society’s funds. 

Brother Otte and wife joined the Church some nine yearsago. He is 
the leader of a military brass-band and has advanced in the army to the 
highest position possible for a musician. At the late review of the Danish 
army his band was considered the finest, and he was thanked publicly for 
the pleasure he had given to so many with his fine music. The king has 
decorated him with the order of “Dannebrog.” In our conversation with 
him he said, among other things: “Brother Lund, paying tithing is the 
best investment I have ever made. Before I joined the Church, when [ made 
even more money than afterwards, I could not make both ends meet; but 
since I have paid tithing I have been able to save considerable of my 
earnings.” We know that many of the Saints can bear a similar testimony. 

The Copenhagen Conference comprises the islands of Zealand, Laaland, 
Falster, Bornholm and Méen, and numbers nearly five hundred members. 
Adam Petersen, of Huntsville, presides, and is assisted by ten energetic 
Traveling Elders, all from Utah. Some forty souls have been added to the 
Church during the last five months, and prospects for the progress of the 
work are especially promising in the city of Copenhagen. 

Our next visit was to Aalborg, our native place. Here we met with the 
Saints in the same hall which they occupied when we presided over this 
branch thirty-two years ago. The attendance was large, and we had the 
pleasure of having several of our relatives present. This conference 
occupies the northern part of the peninsula of Jutland and numbers 
about three hundred members. It has been one of the most fertile spots 
on earth for the Gospel seed, and a great number of good, faithful Saints 
have been gathered from there. No place, perhaps, has been so thoroughly 
visited from house to house by our Elders as this conference. Brother 
M. M. Hansen, of Bluff Dale, is the president, and eight earnest Elders 
from Utah labor there as missionaries. 

On Sunday, October 1, we attended meetings with the Saints in Aarhus. 
They have a very good meeting-hall in a respectable part of the city. It 
is owned by a Sister Sérensen, of Nephi, Utah. Many strangers visit the 
meetings regularly. The public meetings we attended were large, and 
the priesthood meeting next day was a very pleasant occasion. 

A priest by the name of Mortensen, who once visited Utah and is now 
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traveling in Scandinavia lecturing against the “Mormons,” and who is 
almost as full of bitterness as Jarman, the arch-slandeier of the Latter-day 
Saints, was lately in Aarhus and delivered a lecture. Brother C. W. 
Sorensen, a young, energetic Elder from Mount Pleasant, Utah, had a large 
number of tracts printed entitled: “What the press says of the Mormons,” 
and containing extracts of what leading newspapers have said in our favor. 
One of these tracts was handed to each of the audience, as they passed 
out; even the priest took one and thanked the Elder who gave it, no 
doubt thinking it was anti-Mormon in its tendency. A Mr. Staal, who 
visited Utah this summer, has written a series of letters concerning the 
Saints to the Danish newspapers. These letters have been read with much 
interest by the people. Though he presents some things he saw in Utah 
in a ludicrous light, yet, in the main, he gives a fdir sketch of what he saw, 
and the people can see quite a difference between him and pastor Morten- 
sen, making the latter rather tame in the lectures he has delivered lately. 

This conference comprises the southern portion of Jutland, the large 
island Funen and surrounding smaller islands, also the Danish-speaking 
portion of Schleswig, now belonging to Prussia. It numbers over three 
hundred members. Elder C. W. Sérensen presides and is assisted by 
thirteen other Elders from Utah. They were hopeful of seeing many 
fruits of their labors. 

On our return to Copenhagen we found President C. A. Carlquist busy 
getting off an emigration. We attended a large meeting on the Wednesday 
evening; and on Thursday evening we went down to bid the emigrating 
Saints good-bye. The steamer laid by a street in the heart of the city. The 
choir of the Copenhagen branch came on board and sang several beautiful 
hymns, and many of the citizens gathered in the street to hear them. Sing- 
ing and preaching in the streets are not allowed, but as the choir was on 
board the steamer the police could not stop them. The crowd that gathered 
appeared much interested and expressed themselves surprised that people 
leaving their fatherland could be so happy. It was nearly ten o'clock 
when we left, and for some distance up the quiet streets we could hear the 
sweet songs of Zion sung on board the emigrant steamer. How times 
have changed! Not many years ago, when sending off emigrants, we had 
to be very careful to avoid raising any excitement, and even then we had 
much trouble with the mob. Once, when an emigrant company left, the 
mob gathered and raised the cry: “Let us stone the Mormon priest.” 
They noticed a clerk from the police office examining the passports of 
those on board, and singled him out as the “Mormon” priest. As soon 
as he came ashore he was badly used by the mob, and to escape from them 
he jumped into a carriage and was driven away as rapidly as possible; but 
the mob followed throwing rocks at the carriage, breaking the windows and 
so injuring the clerk that he was laid up for some time. The mob hurried 
past many of our missionaries, who for once had a safe view of a scene 
of persecution intended for them. 

We left for Stockholm, Sweden, Friday morning.

a FROM VARIOUS MISSIONARY FIELDS. 


ELDER A. J. HéeLUND writes to the Wordstjernan from Gothenburg, 
Sweden, as follows: “I have recently returned from a trip around the 
Gothenburg conference. I held several meetings near Westerbyholm and 
two persons have since united with us. At Norrképing the meetings were 
not so well attended as we could wish; but it is no wonder that after the 
people have worked in the factories from 12 to 14 hours per day during the 
week, they wish to spend Sunday out in the green, there seeking recreation, 
leaving the churches and chapels standing empty. I will therefore re- 
commend that the Elders and Saints go out to some wooded hillside on 
Sunday afternoon and commence singing a few songs. The people will 
soon commence to gather and the Elders may begin their preaching. 
Thus an opportunity will be secured to talk to those who otherwise would 
never come to our meetings. I left Norrképing and visited Linképing, 
Wadstena and then Motala. Here I had the pleasure of meeting a Mr. 
G. A. Anderson. We are always welcome in his house and he declares 
that he would feel offended if one of our missionaries should ever come 
that way without visiting him. After visiting relatives in the Stockholm 
conference I returned to Motala held five meetings, attended by from 100 
to 300 people, who were apparently much interested in our doctrines. I 
then visited Ofverum and in company with Bro. Jensen, held eight meet- 
ings. After visiting other branches I returned to Gothenburg. Here we 
have plenty to do and the Saints are giving us good support.” 

Elder Peter Neilsen writes from Trondhjem, Norway, to the Skandina- 
viens Stjerne, as follows: “The Trondhjem branch includes large stretches of 
country, so that there is much room for missionaries to labor in, especially 
during the summer; during the winter it is almost impossible to travel 
through the valleys. This branch is slowly but surely progressing and I 
trust that the future will reveal the fruits of our labors. We advertise in 
the papers each week and many strangers attend our meetings, while some 
of them are honest enough to investigate our doctrines. In such cases we 
know that the truth will prove victorious.” 
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Elder John W. Chambers writes from Sunderland, England, as follows: 
“T returned recently from a trip around the larger part of the New- 
castle Conference. I found the Saints as a rule feeling well in their re- 
ligion. On Sunday, October 15, we held Sunday school and two good 
meetings at Stockton, a number of strangers being present. We received 
a“kind invitation from a gentleman, who said he knew that we were 
a good people. He invited us to visit him whenever we could make it 
convenient. I left Stockton for Willington, October 16, and found Elders 
Knowles and Crook rejoicing in their labors in the Spenneymore and 
Crook district where the notorious Jarman paid us a visit. Many of the 
people consider him mentally unbalanced, so he has done us but little 
harm. Many friends here have opened their houses for meetings, and one 
friend tendered us the use of his house at any time. In some parts of the 
conference there is much encouragement while in others there is much to 
discourage us; but I do not think the prejudice is as great as formerly. 
The Elders are enjoying fair health and are diligent in their labors, though 
financially it is rather hard to get along on account of the dull times at 
home.” 

Elders T. B. Brighton, F. H. Baugh, Geo. Burt, O. P. Hoggan and N. T. 
Porter, Jr., write from Catrine, Ayrshire, Scotland, under date of October 25, 
as follows: “Since August 1 our labors have been confined to the central 
portion of Ayrshire. In the meantime, we have extended our work over 
an area of one hundred square miles, within the limits of which are found 
some fifteen towns or villages containing from twenty to five hundred 
families. In their hands has been placed the written word, and in range 
of hearing, with a few exceptions, the warning cry has been raised to all 
and our humble testimony borne. The manifest indifference, however, is 
so marked that direct enquiry, or open opposition, are most uncommon 
occurrences. In the series of open air meetings held here (some fifty-five 
in number) we have been in no way molested or disturbed, save in one in- 
stance, and then the originator of the scheme, an indiscreet bully, was 
promptly taken by the bystanders, and without any formality immersed 
three times in succession in the nearest water-trough. Though conver- 
sions are few, we are by no means discouraged, as some are found who fear 
not to listen, and occasionally one who has the honesty and courage to make 
enquiry. Above all, we feel we are doing our duty and that the Lord is 
with us in our labors, and in His hands we leave the result.” 

Elder W. 8. Barnes writes as follows from Ledbury, Herefordshire, 
England, under date of October 31. “Shortly after our arrival here, we 
were invited to attend a cottage meeting of the Church Army. During 
the progress of the services we were called upon to address those assem- 
bled. We accepted the invitation and spoke for a short time upon the 
first principles of the Gospel. The gentleman in charge apparently re- 
gretted his invitation to us, and being unable to refute what we had said 
he abused the Latter-day Saints in general. We occupy our time on the 
Sabbath in holding meetings at two of the villages a few miles from here. 
On returning here Sunday, October 15, we noticed a crowd of people as- 
sembled near the old Town Hall. We learned it was a meeting of the ‘Out 
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and Out Band.’ One of the speakers began his address by choosing as 
text, ‘Judge not that ye be not judged.’ He then stated that two men, 
meaning Elder Page and myself, were in their midst telling the people 
that if they were not baptized, they would be damned. He said: ‘I 
want to warn you against these men, as they are deceivers, wolves in 
sheeps clothing, and I warn you against them.’ How nicely he observed 
the command he had taken for his text! After a lady speaker had finished 
a short address, a young man stated that he had during the past week 
received a tract headed, ‘Is Baptism Essential to Salvation?’ Though 
there were two men in the town teaching that that ordinance was neces- 
sary, he wished to bear his testimony ‘in the name of God that baptism is 
not essential to salvation.’ At the close of the meeting, we asked per- 
mission to rectify a mistake that had been made. Our request was denied. 
As we had been accused of being deceivers and teachers of false doctrine, 
Elder Page kindly asked the people present to read the tract referred too, 
compare it with the Scriptures and judge for themselves who were the 
deceivers. One of the speakers-sneeringly remarked: ‘Brigham Young 
doctrine, Brigham Young doctrine!’ We told him it was not the doctrine 
of Brigham Young, but of Jesus Christ. Excitement prevailed for a few 
moments but we were finally challenged to prove that baptism was essen- 
tial. We accepted and the Town Hall was engaged for Wednesday night, 
October 25. President Lyman and Elder Callister came on here from 
Birmingham to assist us on that evening. The hall was filled to overflow- 
ing. A chairman was appointed who announced the object of the meeting 
to be the discussion of the question, ‘Is baptism necessary for salvation?’ 
The speakers were announced as follows: Mr. Barnes and Mr. Page, for 
the affirmative; Mr. Billington and Mr. Warren, for the negative. During 
our argument, excellent order prevailed, but our opponents were inter- 
rupted. We feel satisfied that had a decision been called for from the 
audience, an overwhelming majority would have decided that baptism is 
necessary for salvation. At the close of the meeting, a lot of tracts bear- 
ing date of September, 1840, and containing ‘A few words of warning 
from a minister to his flock,’ were distributed by our opponents. Owing 
to the favorable and encouraging impression made, we held a public meet- 
ing, Friday, October 27, in the Town Hall. The house was well filled and 
the audience, with a few exceptions, listened attentively to the remarks of 
Elders Lyman and Callister. A number of local preachers interrupted the 
speakers, but they were silenced by those who were apparently seeking 
after truth. The Lord greatly assisted us by the influence of His Spirit 
throughout the whole of the proceedings. We feel encouraged, and trust 
that much good will result from our labors.” 


‘DISCOURSE BY ELDER B. H. ROBERTS.

Again, we have been bearing testimony in another way. While the 
Elders have been traveling to and fro, preaching the Gospel, and thinking, 
perhaps, that they were the only ones who were bearing testimony to the 
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work of God, the entire people of the Lord—men, women and children— 
have been silently building a testimony—preaching a sermon in granite; 
@ sermon more far-reaching than all the testimony of all the Elders labor- 
ing abroad. It is erected in Salt Lake City, and the sermon in stone was 
dedicated to the Most High at our last April conference. I mean, of 
course, the Salt Lake Temple. What a wonderful effect that work has 
had! In the remarks of Brother Flygare this morning, I noticed that he 
attributes your increase of righteousness and unity in this stake of Zion 
to the completion and dedication of that holy house. Why, it has preached 
a better sermon among the people than the Apostles and Elders could 
preach. It has united the people together. It has brought them to 
repentance. It has had that effect right among the Saints of God in all 
the Stakes of Zion, and has reached the remotest wards where our people 
are organized. Then what think you of the testimony it is bearing to 
the world? Why, every tourist that comes to Salt Lake City takes an 
imprint of this sermon of ours back to his home. They stamp its image 
upon silver spoons, and they are being distributed everywhere. So with 
the pictures of it. And those who look upon it say: “Well, what did the 
Mormons build this Temple for, anyway?” “They built it for the admin- 
istration of ordinances for the living and for the dead?” They administer 
baptism and other ordinances in it for those who died when a knowledge 
of the Gospel was not in the earth; and they not only believe that men 
can repent in the spirit world but that an acceptance of these Temple 
ordinances are necessary to their salvation. There goes with these en- 
gravings of the Temple an explanation of the doctrines and principles 
that that Temple represents; and by that means an explanation of the 
Gospel is made. Furthermore, something is learned about the Lord “sud- 
denly coming to His Temple.” “These Mormons out there anticipate the 
actual return of the Lord Jesus Christ. They are looking for it; they 
are preparing for it—preparing themselves to meet the kingdom of God 
when it shall come in power upon the earth; and they are preparing to 
meet their ancestors by performing ordinances in these temples for them, 
that there may be a complete welding together of all the families of the 
earth.” These explanations carry the Gospel, and more or less of the Spirit 
of the Gospel, to the inhabitants of the earth. How widespread is that 
testimony which the Temple bears! 

After your testimony comes the testimony of earthquakes, of cyclones, 
of the sea heaving itself beyond its bounds, saith the Lord; and the hearts 
of men shall fail them for fear of the things that shall come upon the 
inhabitants of the earth. We must look upon the testimony we have 
been bearing during the last few years not as consisting of the feeble 
few voices of the Elders preaching the Gospel here and there in the world, 
but as including the testimony which the entire people have been bearing 
of the truth, backed up by their suffering through exile and imprisonment. 
That has been a testimony which has reached the ears and hearts.of the 
high and the great ones of our land. And now comes the testimony of 
this sermon of ours in stone; the testimony of the entire people repre- 
sented in the Temple. Almost every man, woman and child in the Church 
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has a voice in that sermon. Looking at it from these points of view, we 
have been accomplishing a great work during the past few years. And 
since we have been getting such a volume of testimony before the world, 
think ye not it all will hasten the accomplishment of the decrees of God? 
I believe it with all my heart. This is the work that the Lord intended 
His Church should accomplish, that is, warn the peoples of the earth of 
coming judgments, and call them to repentance. That is our mission, our 
chief business. 

Brethren and sisters, let us have no fears. The purposes of the Lord are 
ripening. His decrees will be accomplished; and, instead of retreating 
during the past few years, I believe we have heen going forward with 
accelerated pace, with leaps and bounds. There is no such thing as retreat. 
The work of the Lord did not come here to retreat; it came here to 
accomplish the designs and purposes of Jehovah; and our enemies might 
just as well think of blowing out the sun with their breath as to destroy 
the work that the Lord has founded and has decreed shall stand. The 
world will not get rid of its difficulties, its perplexities and troubles; 
these will increase. The wisdom of Congress will not be sufficient to cope 
with the evils that exist in our land; and if they patch up a sore in one 
place, I tell you it will break out in another; for the whole body is sick 
and the head faint; our troubles are organic; the whole body must be 
cleansed of its corruption before health will return. The inhabitants of 
the earth must learn that prosperity, that peace, and those things which 
make for the good and happiness of mankind are bottomed on the prin- 
ciples of righteousness; and they must repent of their sins even though 
it be brought about by the judgments of God; for without that repent- 
ance there is no salvation, no end to their troubles. The Latter-day 
Saints, also, individually and collectively, are just as dependent upon the 
application of this principle as are other peoples in the earth. 

May the Lord bless us and help us to comprehend this great truth is 
my prayer in the name of Jesus. Amen. 


UTAH NEWS.

The Church University in Salt Lake City, was formally dedicated October 9. 

A fire occurred in a house owned by Wm. Sanders, Logan, October 3, causing a loss of 
$1,750. 

The Provo woollen mills are finishing up an order for the State of California for 20,000 
yards of navy blue cloth for the uniforms of the militia. 

George Lloyd, of Wellsville, who had his leg broken several weeks before up in Idaho, 
had the misfortune to again fall and break it in the same place, October 4. 

William Cottam, of Snowville, has filed a libel suit against the Salt Lake Herald, for 
$10,000 damages, alleged to have been sustained by the publication of an article deroga- 
tory to his character. 

Mrs. J. M. Harris has completed the enumeration of all the mulberry trees in Weber 
County, and has made her report to Mrs. C. W. Bennett, of Salt Lake City. The idea is 
to furnish statistics showing the number of silk worms that can be supported in the Terri- 
tory, with a view of giving an impetus to the silk industry, which can and should have a 
healthy growth in Utah.
